“They 
use wildlife as a convenient tool 
to accomplish their objectives. 

“We're wildlife advocates too,” 
Collins said, adding that areas 
closed to protect wildlife should 
be “looked at very closely to 
determine if the reasons for clo- 
sure were legitimate.” 

Though it's plastered with “no 
trespassing” signs for three miles, 
the closed area in the foothills of 
the White Clouds is routinely vis- 
ited by snowmobilers, said Brad 
Andres, caretaker of n nearby 
ranch. 

"Every weekend, we have peo- 
ple going into the elk closure,” he 
said with o sigh. 

Snowmobile tracks right next 
to elk tracks were a common 
sight during aerial herd surveys 
last week, said Bruce Palmer, a 
Jerome-based wildlife biologist 
with Fish and Game. Quiet users 
— particularly baclccountry skiers 
and snowsboers - also push big- 
game animals around. in_the_ . 


upper reaches of the Big Wood 
and Salmon river drainages, he 
added. 

Challenges elsewhere 

The headwaters ~of the'Big 
Wood and Salmon rivers are 
Meccas for ourdoorpflgrims, but 
Fish and Game officials also are 
concerned about efforts to estabi 
lish a snowmobile “corridor”, 
from Couch Summit, north of 
Fairfield, down the South Fork of 
the Boise River to Featherville. 

That stretch is usually closed, in 
midwinter when Fish nnd Game 
begins feeding elk in the Bife 
Smoky area. This year, the cICF 
sure began Jan. 20 and probably 
will continue through the end, 'of 
this month. About 800 elk arb 
being fed at three sites, Palmer 
said. "/ 

The Recreational Committee of 
Fairfield had pushed for a snow- 
mobile trail through the dosed 
area, but the idea “is on the back 
burner right now,” said Fairfield 
resident Don Schiermeier. ‘ 

An alternate route has been 
found, Schiermeier said. . . . ' •* 
If a snowmobile route past the 
feed site were approved, 
Schiermeier concedes some rid- 
ers inevitably would veer into for- 
bidden areas to get a better look- 
“I know there’s wild guys out 
there and they don’t care about 
anything,” he said.

Public to get its first glimpse at 


. JACKSON, Mis*. (AP) — Two 
decode* ago, Mississippi tried to 
lock away the shame of it* old scg- 
- regationist spy agency for half o 
century. 

This week, after years of bitter 
court struggles, the public gets its 
first btoadglimpse of tho shadowy 
Mississippi Sovereignty Commis- 
sion, which used intimidation, 
extortion and mlsinformadon to 
smear its dvil rights foes. 

Some of the commission’s secrets 
arc already known, through scholar- 
ly research and leaks of the scaled 
records to news organizations. But 
historians agree the remaining doc- 
uments, to be released Tuesday 
jmjdcc fe deral. court m rl f T . r nn st il l — 
revoal provocative and painful 
information about the Magnolia 
State’s racist past. 

“They were preserving, ns they 
called it, our way of life. They 
believed in that,” said Lecsha 
Faulkner, a former journalist who 
amassed an extensive private col- 
lection of commission records and 
based her 1994 history master’s 
thesis on them. 

“I think they were going to give 
it everything they had," she said. 
“It’s scary sitting here in the ’90s . 
looking at it, and growing up in 
the '60s not knowing about it." 

The commission was created by 
the Legislature to “protect the sov- 
ereignty of the State of Mississippi 
nnd ner sister states.” It was 19S6, 
two ycors after the Supreme 
Court’s Brown v. Topeka Board of 
Education ruling ordered on end to 
racially segregated public schools. 

The commission, which existed 
for more titan 20 years, was closely 
allied with the white supremacist 


Citizens Councils and had ties to 
the FBI, state troopers, even 
Capitol Hill Files have shown that 
tho late U.S. Rep. John Rankin, D- 
Mks., who served on the precursor 
to the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, provided 
dossiers on dvil rights figures. 

To promote the benefits of segre- 
gated sodety, the commission hired 
a public relations officer, estab- 
lished a speaker’s bureau and pro- 
duced propaganda films to depict 
race relations in tho best possible 
light. That was oil on the surface. 

At tho same time, tax dollars 
paid for its underground network 
of spies, who collected information 
-on-anyona-co nsi d orad-a - threa t ; to — , 
segregation. Cornmissionstaff used 
that intelligence to spread innuen- 
do and outright lies in its dandes- 
tine war against integration.

1 Some recent letters to the editor 
have contained misleading information 
regarding the relative number of re- 
strictive fishing rules in the Magic Val- 
ley Region. This is in port due to a mis- 
understanding of the fishing-rule book- 
let.

general rules listed in the front pan of 
tiie book. Most waters are not individu- 
.ally listed in the book because they are

One additional restrictive rulo on 
streams in the region is the two-cut- 
throm trout limit which protects our 
native cutthroat. This affects about 500 
miles of streams which enter the 
Snake River above Shoshone Falls. An- 
glers can still keep six other types of 
trout in most of these waters. Anglers 
can also keep 10 brook trout in any of 
the restricted waters if they are pre- 
sent.

Along the road to adulthood, 
most teen-agers drink alcoholic 
beverages. Most of them get 
drunk; some of them often. 

This is known from experi- 
ence and from troubling statis- 
tics that try to measure the 
severity of alcohol abuse among 
America’s youth today. In recent 
years, surveys have told us that 
44 percent of college students 
report binge drinking (five 
drinks in a row). They tell us 
that '56 percent of eighth- 
graders and 71 percent of 10th- 
graders report that they have 
used alcohol; that 28 percent of 
high school seniors say they 
have consumed five or more 
drinks in one sitting in the pre- 
vious two weeks.

From last week’s vote in the 
U.S. Senate to enact a nationally 
uniform .08 percent blood -alco- 
hol DWI law, to the alcohol- 
abuse initiatives now seined on 
nearly every university campus, 
there is a new urgency among 
civic leaders, safety and medical

No one likes to see a cat or dog 
behind bars, and that’s why 
Sandy Laden, a Bethesda, Md., 
veterinarian, thought it worth her 
dme to call the other day. 

A lot of people are ignorant of 
the rabies- vaccination laws, she 
said, and as a result their pets 
sometimes end up doing a stretch 
in solitary. 

Here’s why. 

Rabies is a viral disease of 
TnnrnmnU that is spread by bites 
and sometimes by mere contact 
with on infected animal’s saliva. 
For people it is nearly always 
fatal, although it ran be blocked 
by injections if they are given 
soon enough after the bite. 
Vaccinations of domestic animals 
against rabies protect not only 
the animals, but also people. 
That’s why the law is so stria. 

Since rats and dogs ore the ani- 
mals people interact with most, 
and since they tend to keep other 


nplmnls away, a well- vaccinated 
pet population forms a sort* of 
cordon sanitaire against the 
rabies virus. It’s remarkably 
effective. 

In 1977, for instance, thdre 
were only four rases of rabies in 
human beings in this country, 
according to the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention. (This doesn’t mean 
chat only four people were 
exposed to the virus but that the 
combined defense of animal vt\c- ‘ 
dne cions and shots for exposed 
people works very welL) Since 
1980, there have only been 36, 
and of those 21 were associated 
with bats. 4 • 

Pet owners know that vaccina- 
tions are important for an ani- 
mal’s health, hut they can be lax 
in keeping up with the shots. And

The 
bad news: There ts no such product. 
The good news: You can achieve your 
goals by combining several investments 
and keeping on eye on the calendar. 

Two products pitched as college in- 
vestments are best used sparingly. Their 
risk is very low — but so is their return: 

Treasury zero-coupon bonds. 
These federal bonds sell fora fraction 
of their face value. Instead of periodic 
i merest payments, you get interest and 
principal in a lump sum when the bonds 
mature. With zeroes, you know exact- 
ly what you'll com and can choose bond 
maturities that match your child's col- 
lege years. The drawbacks: I) The 
bonds’ owner is taxed annually on the 
interest, although it's not paid until nun 
turity. 2) If you sell zeroes early, you 
may lose money, because their market 
Value can fluctuate dramatically. 

Federal EE savings bond*. Their 
interest is exempt from state and local 
taxes. There’s no federal tax until the 
bonds are cashed in — and do tax at all 
when you use them to pay for college 
expenses, if you meet these requ i remtts : 

I ) The bonds were purchased after 1 989,

Stocks. The key to choosing the 
right investment mix is timing. For 
a baby, you need an investment that 
grows, enough to beat years of in- 
flation. Many experts expect col- 
lege costs to increase 5% to 6% a 
year in the next decade. Histori- 
cally. stocks are the only investment 
that has grown faster. Since 1926, 
they ’ve earned a 7.7% average an- 
nual co mp ound inflation-adjusted 
return, says the Chicago research 
firm Ibbotsoo Associates. By con- 
trast, bonds and cash investments 
have earned 2.1% and 1% a year, 
respectively, after inflation. 

And (he more time you have, (he 
safer stocks become: Overa 15-ycar 
period* the stock market has never 
had a negative return. If you have 15 
years or nxxe, put 85% to 100% of 
your money in nolood stock funds. 
Divide it between a big cap, a mid- 
cap and a cap stock fund — 
or invest it in a single fundthatnrir- 
roti the entire market, like Nfonguani 
Index Tbta] Market Fund. Keep the 
balance in money-market funds, 
CDs, Treasury zeroes or EE bonds. 

As college looms closer, stocks 
become much riskier. With five 
years to go, start moving money 
into CDs or short-term Treasuries. 
Think in terms of annual college 
expenses, not the entire expense. 
Your 14-year-old won’t need senior I 
year tuition for eight years. IE
